He has had sn interest in Kara-potnitsky 
for sons time because he is a semi-mysterious character about whom .he checks that 
were made yielded less than satisfactory results and because tie may have been 
the old man in the hospital in the USSR with Lee uarvey Oswald. 

Certainly, superficially, Tara -pat nit sky, is like a story-book 

character. 

In August 1964- the government still had not obtained or had 
succeeded in eteoiding definitive answers to the obvious questions. 

However, the real significance here is that there seeips to be 
nothin- at all in this document that justifies its suppression. i t is marked 
as withheld on tne Basic List I obtained from the Archives, and as recently 
os the late 1968 check by Hensterwald, was still withheld. 

Withholding serves to protect an agent, if that is what this man is, 
and to shield the government' s refusal to conduct a real investigation of the 
assassination. 

One might conjecture that with Oswald in Moscow, ICara-p was a mother- 

hsn. 

Schoener is to xr spare a memo on this and what he has already learned. 
He is also to esk the Archives for everything they have in the name file.
